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REMARKS 

Independent claims 1-4 are amended herein to recite that the silver halide photographic 
emulsion includes a dye compound consisting of one chromophore adsorbed in multiple layers 
on the surface of the silver halide grain. Support is found, for example, on page 26, lines 17- 
21. No new matter is presented. 

Accordingly, upon entry of the Amendment, claims 1-16 will be all of the claims pending 
in the application. Of these, claims 13-16 are withdrawn from consideration. 
L Response to Claim Rejection - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-12 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being 
anticipated by Hioki et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0228549 = copending 
Application No. 10/199,044). 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 

The presently claimed invention as recited in the amended claims and the claims 
dependent thereon is directed to a silver halide photographic light-sensitive material comprising 
a silver halide photographic emulsion containing a silver halide grain, wherein the silver halide 
photographic emulsion includes a dye compound consisting of one chromophore adsorbed in 
multiple layers on the surface of the silver halide grain, and the chromophore of the dye 
compound is Dye X, wherein there is aggregation between molecules. That is, the present 
invention is directed to the case of having one chromophore in one dye molecule. 

On the other hand, Hoiki et al discloses a compound having two or more chromophores, 
wherein the chromophores aggregate within the molecule. 
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Therefore, Hoike et al does not disclose all elements of the presently claimed invention and 
cannot be said to anticipate the claimed invention within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. § 102. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. § 102. 

II Response to Double PattemritooDg [Rejection 

Claims 1-12 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over the claims of Hioki et 
al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0228549, hereafter US X 549). 

As stated above, the present invention as recited in the amended claims and the claims 
dependent thereon, is directed to silver halide photographic light-sensitive material wherein the 
silver halide photographic emulsion includes a dye compound consisting of one chromophore 
adsorbed in multiple layers on the surface of the silver halide grain wherein there is aggregation 
between molecules as opposed to aggregation within the molecule as in Hoiki et al. The claims 
of Hoiki et al do not recite this element of the presently claimed invention and there is no 
motivation or suggestion for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the subject matter of the 
claims of Hoiki et al with a reasonable expectation of achieving the presently claimed invention. 
Accordingly, the presently claimed invention is not an obvious variant of the claims of Hoike et 
al. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection.
